For many 
moons The News Print Shop has 
had a mechanical condition in its 
printing department which has not 
proven satisfactory, that is, with 
the growth of the city the de- 
mand for printing at times taxed 
the capacity of The News plant 
to the limit, and it was at times 
impossible to. deliver orders as 
fast as the customers desired. 
The change inthe plant gives to 
Upland one of the fastest auto- 
matic presses on the market, for 
the. maximum speed of this m 
chine’ is: 3,600 printed» sheets »per 
hour. 

By noon Wednesday the new ma- 
chine should be in operation, with 
every indication that there will 
be no more delays in the print- 
ing department of. this institution.

THE BUILDING 
TOGETHER 
Find Conditions Growing Grad- 
vally Worse. Towers and 


Arches Dangerous. Bracing 
Will Remove Present Danger 


Suggesting that the north and 
clock towers be removed and the 


walls of the courthouse reinforced 
by tying with band iron, W. L. 
Deas and W. L. Donovan, struct- 
ural engineers, yesterday filed 
their report on the condition of 
the building with the Board of 
Supervisors. 

The report, requested by the 
supervisors in studying the court- 
house issue, briefly recites the 
flaws in the building and suggests 
remedies without predicting dis- 
asters or stating that the structure 
is unsafe. It is plain, however, 
that the engineers believe that the 
building should be strengthened 
by tying the walls together and 
removing the towers, both o' 
which were loosened by the earth: 
quake in 1923. 


The report follows: 


Mr. A. G. Kendall, 
Chairman, Board of Supervisors, 
San Bernardino County, Calif. 
Dear Sir:—Upon your request 
we have 
Court House building’and are sub- 
mitting you ore report. We have 
found that the four walls in the 
clock -tower: have moved.out at 
the top as indicated by cracks in 
the arches abeve and below clock 
room floor. These cracks extend 
clear through both stone and 
brick. 

“In the northwest tower, the 
north and west walls have moved 
out as indicated by the cracks in 
both brick and stone. 


Walls Cracked Clear Through 

The interior bearing walls show 
eracks over the door openings at 
both first and second floor, but 
which do not run through the top 
of the walls, probably on account 
of the steel band that ties the 
steel trusses together and rests 
on the top of the wall. : 

“We suggest that the top part 
of the clock tower, including the 
masonry, be removed to the floor 
below, the triple arches and the 
walls to be securely tied together 
with band iron. 

“The : tower should - 
removed to a point above the sec- 
ond floor .and the walls to be tied 
in a similar manner. 

“We suggest that the interior 
walls be tied together in some 
manner, over the openings.

DESERT TOWN HAS 
GO00 OL OUTLOOK 


Hesperia is bubbling with possi- 
bilities of becoming a producing 
oil country, according to news re- 
ceived from the desert town. Oil 
experts have visited the recently 
discovered well last week and say 
they are of the opinion that an 
oil well is about to be brought in. 
They did not, however, venture to 
predict just how productive the 
field may be. 

Driller and. promoters of the 
Hesperia Oil and Gas Company 
are confident that the well will 
be a producer, but are not pre- 
pared to estimate its probable 
output. In the meantime the 
showings of gas and oil have con- 
vineéad them of the necessity of 
placing casing in the well, after 
which a large amount of cement 
will be put. into the well with 
pressure. 

The cement, according to pres- 
ent. plans, will be forced around 
the casing for some distance. Af- 
ter it has set for about three 
weeks and has thoroughly harden- 
ed, the drill will be sent through 
the cement. A flow of gas and 
oil is expected to follow this oper- 
ation. 

According to reports from Hes- 
peria, very little water was en- 
countered at any time in the well, 
and the free use of mud and drill- 
jing process sealed the water off 
effectively, although water and Oil 
have been known to break through 
such mud casings at times...

GOUNTY FAR 
GENSUS. WORK 
STARTS HERE 


Work of taking a farm census 
in San Bernardino County was 
started this week in the various 
townships by enumerators appoint- 
ed by J. B. Vaile of Los Angeles, 
special agent in charge of the 
census for the third district of 
California. The census is being 
taken throughout the state under 
the direction of the bureau of 
census, United States Department 
of Agriculture. ~ 

For the purpose of the census 
any piece of property returning to 
its owner more than $250 annually 
for a crop produced in 1924 is 
classed as a farm and the owner 
must make a report. In acreage 
anything above’ three acres is 
classed as a farm and a report 
must be made regardless of 
whether a revenue of $250 was 
received for crops produced. 

This is the first farm census 
in five years and the work of the 
enumerators can be speeded up, it 
is pointed out, if the farm own- 
ers or renters will prepare the 
data and have it ready for the 
census taker when he calls for 
the report. 

The report, covering 1924 oper- 
ations, should contain the number 
of acres, the land value, the crop 
returns, the type of crop, the 
value of farm implements, number 
and value of live stock, amount 
of mortgage, the number of per- 
sons on the farm, whether mem- 
bers of the family or hired. 

Particular information is desired 
as to whether crops are sold 
through co-operative selling or- 
ganizations or to independent con- 
cerns.

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AFTER MEMBERS 


That the San Bernardino Co. 
Farm Bureau will have a mem- 
bership of 1,000 or more in 1925, 
nearly 400 more than the present 
number, is the belief of George T. 
Brooks, secretary-treasurer of the 
organization. More than half of 
the present members have already 
subscribed for another year. 

On Thursday night, at the First 
Congregational Church, San Ber- 
nardino, impetus will be given to 
the membership drive now in pro- 
gress by the annual Farm Bureau 
dinner: More than 200 members 
of the bureau, the state legislation 
and packing house men are @X- 
pected to attend the event. 

Farm Problems To Be Discussed 

H. R. Taylor( a member of the 
State Legislative Board, the prin- 
cipal speaker, will. outline a num- 
ber of proposed state and federal 
agricultural measures designed to 
benefit the farmer. There will be 
several other prominent speakers, 
inoluding officials of the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service and the 





bureau. 


With the annual extension ser- 
vice report of the country com- 
pleted and sent to the State Col- 
lege of* Agriculture, plans are al- 
ready under way for 1925 activ- 
ities, according to H. J. Wilder, 
farm advisor. He stated that the 
Farm Bureau and extension ser- 


{vice will co-operate more closely 


than ever next year. 


Bureau’s work is Recognized 

The Farm Bureau is the only 
co-operative organization of its 
kind in the county. Through its 
medium, ranchers. throughout the 
county are able to co-ordinate 
their work and to receive helpful 
instruction in the various problems 
of agriculture. The scope of the 
bureau will be considerably ex- 
tended next year, according to Mr. 
Brooks, who states that a majority 
of the ranchers in the county have 
come to appreciate the value of 
the organization. 

The extension service, also, will 
increase the number of demonstra- 
tion meetings which feature its 
work. To date this year, 67 of 
these meetings were held, with a 
total attendance of 1,724. Be-- 
cause of the foot and mouth dis?- 
ease, which far a few weeks sus- 
pended the activities of the ser- 
vice, there were 20 meetings less: 
than. in 1923. 

Cow Testing Shows Growth 

The San Bernardino County 
Farm Bureau. Cow Testing. Assoc-- 
jation ig proving a valuable aid 
toward perfecting the dairy sys- 
tem of the county. The work of 
the organization was divided into 
two units this year, with 1,800 
cows under test early in the year. 
Following the foot and mouth epi-- 
zootic, cow testing was resumed 
this fall. 

Thursday afternoon the mem>- 
bership committee of the Farm 
Bureau will hold a special meet- 
ing to formulate further plans for 
the drive.

California’s agricultural  situa-!

exceptions, are marketing relative- 
ly small crops for higher prices 
than have been obtained since 
1921, and as a result the purchas- 
ing power of California farmers 
will be increased enough to be re- 
flected favorably in general busi- 
ness conditions. 


Small yields of farm crops are 
due to an unprecedented dry per- 
fod of twelve months’. duratidh, 
which now has been effectively 
broken... Snow pack in the moun- 
tains insures plenty of water for 
both irrigation and_ electricity 
during 1925. Pasture grass is 
from one to two months farther 
along than usual. Stockmen are 
bringing many cattle into the state 
for feeding. 





The grape crop practically has 
been sold. Transcontinental ship- 
ments via all lines reached 56,000 
cars. ‘Fair te good prices ‘were 
received by the growers. The
